Of Schoolmates Who Hit Back

NEW BASIS FOR RADIO 
JURISPRUDENCE SEEN

Washington, October 28.—Rights of 
nations and persons to the use of 
radio channels are essentially prob- 
lems for lawyers working in co-opera- 
tion with engineers. A sound basis 
of radio jurisprudence only can be 
found if the law takes cognizance of 

engineering findings. 

These observations were delivered 
by Louis G. Caldwell, former general 
counsel of the federal radio commis- 
sion, at a meeting here today of the 
American section of the international 
commission on wireless telegraphy. 

Mr. Caldwell last month attended 
the international technical radio con- 
ference at The Hague. and iast week 
presented a report on radio law before 
the annual meeting of the American 
Bar Association at Memphis. 

In Europe, Mr. Caldwell said, the 
American delegation achieved signal 
suceess in its efforts to fix higher 
Standards of engineering practice in 
the use of wave lengths having inter- 
national effects. In “the first analysis, 
the use of channels by various coun- 
tries must be based on accurate tech- 
nical findings, he said. In the last 
analysis, Mr. Caldwell added. the use 
must be based on international law 

Meanwhile. as nations and theit 
radio-using subjects temporize with a 
rapidly changing art, they must turn. 
to their best engineering minds for 
advice. A case in point is furnished 
hy the methods in the United States.

Chief Justice Taft expressed the 
opinion today that the educa- 
tional institutions throughout the 
country were using too much 
money in promoting athletics.

Booked Friday 


Pimlico, Md., October 28.—Among 
the really great features of the turf 


ner to be regarded as worthy of trans- 
mitting its thoroughbred qualities to 
succeeding generations, the Pimlico 
Futurity, for two-year-olds, -entire 
colts and fillies, easily takes rank at 
the very top of the list. 

Apart from its monetary worth, 
which is well over $50,000 at the very 
least, making it one of the richest of 
racing events, the prestige of victory 
over the best youngsters of both sexes 
that can be assembled, or that have 
survived the dangers of foaling, the 
sharp drilling of training, or the ex- 
igencies of actual racing, adds enor- 
mously to the breeding value, not only 
the actual winner, but the particular 
strain of blood of both sire and dam. 

Hence, the Pimlico Futurity has an 
especial interest for breeders, who 
share in the stakes to the extent of 
$2,500 to the breeder of the winner: 
$1,000 to the second, and. $500 to 
the third. As an additional induce- 
ment to local horsemen, an extra 
$5.000 is set aside, if the successful 
colt or filly is a Maryland product, 
$4,000 going to the owner of the 
winner, and $1,000 to the breeder, if 
from that state. 

FEW FEES. 

Unlike most racing organizations, 
the Maryland Fickos Club requires of 
nominators only the entrance fee of 
$10 when the dam of the foal is en- 
tered, there being no other charge ex- 
cept the starting fee of $1,000 all of 
which goes to the w inner, 

Beginning with 1921 for foals of 
1919, the Pimlico Futurity has been 
won successively by such famous thor- 
oughbreds as Morvich, Blossom Time, 
Sally's Alley, Beau Butler, Stimulus, 
Canter, Fair Star, Glade and High 
Strung. In 1922, the second year of 
its running, the race was run in two 
Sections, the large number of starters 
necessitating a division, the Mary- 
land Jockey Club taking the unprece- 
dented step of adding $40,000 to each 
section, something that set the whole 
turf world agog. 

The popular joekey, Albert Johnson, 
scored a “double event” this year, 
having the mount on both Blossom 
Time and Sally’s Alley, and as he 
also won the preceding year on Mor- 
vich, his “batting average” was fully 
100 per cent. 

For the coming renewal, which is 
set for Pimlico on Friday, November 
1, the opening day of the autumn 
meeting, the offspring of 1,432 mares 
are still eligible, and of these 48 have 
shown sufficient form to justify their 
owners in having’a try at the rich 
prize,

Characters from the greatest dramas 
of all time were revived in V. L. Gran- 
ville’s presentation, ‘‘Dramatic Inter- 
ludes,” at Emory university Monday 
night.

The audience was cer- 
tainly not burdened with superfluous 
comment.
